6 hours after the initial dose. In many cases this 
symptom is significantly or completely relieved with- 
in a few days. Next, articular tenderness and pain 
on motion decrease. Finally, swellings of the joints 
diminish, sometimes fairly rapidly and completely, 
but oceasionally more slowly and incompletely. 


In many patients, mild soft-tissue deformities of 
the knees or elbows have disappeared within 7 to 10 
davs. An increase in muscle strength has been re- 
ported. The extent of return to normal has been 
limited, as must be expected, by the degree of per- 
manent pathologic change present. 


Appetite usually improves rapidly, and many pa- 
tients have described a loss of the feeling of malaise 
associated with the disease and have experienced a 
sense of well-being, occasionally within several hours 
after initial administration of the drug. 


When treatment with CorToNE is discontinued, 
signs and symptoms may begia to reappear within 
24 to 48 hours, becoming gradually worse during the 
following 2 to 4 weeks. The degree of relapse varies, 
and is apparently unrelated to the duration of treat- 
ment. In some patients, however, the greater part of 
the remission has persisted for as long as several 
weeks or months. If CorTONE is re-administered 
when manifestations of the disease return, prompt 
remission is again induced,

Where shortages existed, they fell 
mostly into certain categories (see 
Fig. I11), with the lack of general 
duty nurses causing the greatest 
problem (53 hospitals); properly 
qualified ward supervisors were next 
(19). However, 33 hospitals 
indicated no shortage at all. The 
comparison between large and small 
hospitals showed a greater shortage 
of general duty nurses in the smaller 
hospitals, as might be expected, but 
in the more specialized categories, 
the large hospitals were in the great 
difficulty.
